Enroute to the Regional Conference, 
Assistant Secretary Burnstan plans a 
stopover at Cairo, Egypt, to visit the 
International Agricultural Exhibition 
where the United States will have an 
exhibit. On his return trip he will stop 
at Tokyo to view the U.S. exhibit at 
Japan’s Fourth International Trade 
Fair.

@® ALGERIA.--Varel-Afrique, a subsidiary of Dan Varel Co., Dallas, Texas, the 
first American recipient of benefits under the industrial incentive plan, has 
begun assembly of drilling bits. 

Societe a Materiel Electrique S.W., controlled by Schneider et Compagnie and 
the Westinghouse International Compagnie, has begun production of centrifugal 


pumps, small electric motors and cast iron and brorize pieces for manufacture of 
pumping equipment. 








@ AUSTRALIA.=--The Prime Minister announced repeal of the 10-percent increase 
in sales tax _on motor cars that had raised the total to 40 percent, some modifica- 
tions in the requirements placed on life insurance companies and superannuation 
funds to invest 30 percent of the funds in Government bonds, and changes in the 
present law that had reduced the right of companies to reduce interest payments. 
He declared that the Government has no intention to return to import licensing. ... 








@ ARGENTINA.--A commission comprised of Government departments and advisers 
from private groups has been appointed to study and recommend to the President 
norms under which equitable values may be placed on imported merchandise for the 
purpose of assessing the proper import surcharges corresponding to the shipment... . 
Visit by forage, seed specialists from Texas and the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture representatives was welcomed by Government officials and private trade, 
and promises to stimulate greater interest in Argentina in improved grasses for 
pasture and a better market for U.S. Certified Grass Seed. ... 








@ AUSTRIA.--The Vice Chancellor, also chief of the nationalized industries, 
advocated in a speech that in preparation for the larger European market, Austria 
should gradually switch from a policy of high protective duties to a policy of 
low duties. ... 

A trade mission of the recently established British Export Council for Europe 
visited to study the Austrian market and possibilities for expanding British 
exports, which dropped from 12 percent of Austria's total imports in 1951 to 5 
percent in 1960. 





@ BELGIUM.--An event of major importance to the world's glass industry was 
recent merger of Glaces et Verres and Union des Verreries Mecaniques Belges 
(Univerbel), thereby forming, it is claimed, the world's largest manufacturer of 
window glass, uniting 7 different plants. ... - 

The Bluebell Co., Greensboro, N.C., has concluded a 50-percent share agreement 
with Ameral Company, Antwerp, to build and operate a factory jointly in Genk, 
Belgium, to produce Bluebell's American line of work clothes and blue jeans for 
sale in the Common Market under American brand names. ... 

Rexall International, Division of the Rexall Co., is reported to be taking 
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an equity participation in a pharmaceutical manufacturing concern in Belgium. The 
Belgian operating company, however, will be a subsidiary of the Swiss Holding & 
Trading Co. ..« . 
According to a local announcement, Revlon Co. has decided to cancel previously 
proposed plans for the construction of a manufacturing plant in Bernme. .. . 
Local press reports that the Clayton Co., Los Angeles, has created a wholly- 
owned Belgian subsidiary, with a capital of 7.5 million francs, for manufacture 
of packaged steam generators. 





@ BOLIVIA.--A Supreme Decree has been appoverd setting the total import fees 
on wheat at the nominal rate of Bs1,000 per metric ton, such fee including customs 
duties, consular fees and sales tax. This reduction apparently was made in an 
attempt to increase import of grain wheat for production of flour in local 
mills. . « « 


@ BRAZIL.--Federal Territory of Rondonia will have an additional thermo-elec- 
tric powerplant of 2,100 KWA. Preliminary studies to install the Gurupi hydro- 
electric powerplant have been initiated. ... 

Centrais Eletricas de Urubupunga, S.A. has been formed in Sao Paulo to admin- 
ister construction of the projected Urubupunga powerplants, with a total capacity 
of about 3 million KW at a cost of close to Cr$90 billion. ... 

National Economic Development Bank has signed a contract with the Government 
of Bahia for a loan of Cr§$647 midllion to Centrais Eletricas do Rio das Contas for 
construction of the Funil powerplant, the latest loan making a total of Cr$925 
million in financial aid to the project. ... 

Fabrica de Borracha Sintetica de Pernambuco reportedly has concluded negotia- 
tions with Firestone & Lummus Co., on the preliminary engineering work for the 
manufacture of 30,000 tons of polybutadiene type synthetic rubber... . 

A bill has been presented to the State of Guanabara Legislative Assembly by 
the Governor granting state tax exemption for 10 years to all industrial firms 
that install factories. The exemption covers payment of the property transfer tax 
during the construction and installation period, including license for private 
construction and installations. ... 














@® COLOMBIA.--Empresa de Energia of Medellin, an autonomous company, plans to 
expand its powerplant at Guadalupe at an estimated cost of $30 million. 





@ CONGO.--The Government of Congo is starting a campaign to seek funds for 
construction of the Inga hydroelectric project on the lower Congo River to develop 
250,000 kilowatts at an estimated cost of $60 million. The headquarters of the 
public authority for this project has been transferred from Brussels to Leopold- 
ville and the former Commissioner General for Public Works in the Mobutu College 
of Commissioners General has been appointed High Commissioner for Inga. 








@ FRANCE.--American-Valor, a French investment fund specializing in American 
investments, has been established by the Banque de l'Union Parisienne. The 
society, capitalized at NF 25 million, will make direct portfolio investments in 
the United States and, to a lesser extent, Camada.... 

Burlington International A.G. and two French companies have announced creation 
of a subsidiary company for production and sale of textile products made from 
fibrous glass. The two participating French companies are among the most 
important concerns in the textile field in France. ... 

A British trade mission visited France to explore prospects for improved trade. 
It is the mission's view that a strong drive is necessary since the years of import 
restrictions have left the French public, especially the younger generation, 
largely ignorant of British products. ... 


@ GERMANY, FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF.--The merchandise foreign trade surplus in 1960 
amounted to $1,254 million, slightly lower than in 1959. Imports rose by 19.1 
percent to $10,160 million; imports from the U.S. were up 30.5 percent, to $1,422 
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million, compared with 1959 growth over 1958 of 9.1 percent. ... 

Arbeitsgemeinschaft Versuchsreaktor has ordered from Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works, St. Louis, the uranium for the BBC/Krupp designed high-temperature, pebble- 
bed reactor of the 15-MW pilot powerplant under construction at Juelich Atomic 
Energy Center of North Rhine-Westphalia. ... 

A bill has been submitted to Parliament prohibiting the use of all detergents 
not capable of biological degradation or decomposition in water purification 
plants, in natural waters, and/or in the soil. It is proposed that the legisla- 
tion go into effect on a transitional basis on October 1, 1961. 

The Federal Atomics Ministry has advised the Rheinland-Ofalz Minister for 
Cultural Affairs and Education that $360,000 of Federal funds will be made avail- 
able toward the purchase of the research reactor of the TRIGA MARK II type to be 
installed at the Institute of Inorganic Chemistry and Nuclear Chemistry of the 


University of Mainz. Another $790,000 of Federal funds will be needed for a 
special laboratory unit. 


@ HONG KONG.--An American firm with a branch in Hong Kong has obtained U.S. 
copyrights for designs and names of some 150 plastic flowers, virtually precluding 
supply of the U.S. market except through this firm's direct selling, or a royalty 
arrangement. .. .« 

The Government-encouraged Federation of Hong Kong tesustries has established 
a “Samples and Specifications Registry" for use by members to increase buying 
confidence in Hong Kong-produced goods, while at the same time safeguarding local 
manufacturers’ interests in case of dispute or claim over quality. ... 

The Kowloon-Canton Railway recently purchased 3 diesel-electric engines and 
23 passenger coaches. The locomotives, 1,950 hp each, are to be supplied by 
General Motors Corp. at a cost of HK$3.5 million. The coaches were ordered from 
the Metropolitan-Cammell Carriage & Wagon Co., Birmingham. ... 

P. Lorillard & Co., New York, announced a licensing agreement with the Hong 
Kong firm, United Tobacco Co., Ltd., to produce a leading brand of cigarettes 


in Hong Kong. Cigarettes have been the second largest export item by value to the 
Colony from the United States. 


@ INDIA.--The State-owned broadcasting system, All India Radio, will install 
57 new transmitting centers in the first year of the third 5-year plan (1961/ 
62-65/66), according to a Ministry statement. The project will cost $7 million. 
Most of the new installations will be rebroadcast and relay transmitters. ... 

The Minister of State for Transport and Communications reported that the Gov- 
ernment was proceeding toward establishment of the second shipyard at Cochin. 


@ ISRAEL.--A group of 46 investors from the United States and Canada recently 
visited Israel as guests of the Investment Authority. According to local reports, 
the visitors considered five investment projects and are to return within 4 months 
to implement these plans, including establishment of two securities companies, one 
mortgage company, building of a 600-room hotel in Tel Aviv, and a soft-drink 
bottling plant at Kiryat Gat. é* erie 

Government reported that approval was given in January to 25 seteiai with 
planned investment of $12.6 million. The monthly average of approved investment 
in 1960 was 63 schemes with an investment of $14.5 million. ... 


A_53-room hotel, in which American investors placed about $700,000 has opened 
in Tiberias. ... 

















@ KOREA.--The Ministy of Commerce and Industry is expected to order all reg- 
istered foreign traders to reregister under more stringent qualification rules, 
in an effort to sharply reduce the number of firms licensed to engage in foreign 
trade. Compared with a pre-Revolution figure of between 600,and 700 registered 
traders, the figure is now approximately 900, partly reflecting a relaxation of 
requirements instituted in July 1960. 


@ LIBYA.--The Libyan Council of Ministers was reported as approving participa- 
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tion as a contracting party to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. .. . 

Local newspapers report that a Housing Construction Cooperative has been 
formed to erect 4,000 housing units costing from $2,240 to $2,800 each. ... 

All hotels built between January 1, 1961, to December 31, 1965, are exempt 
from income tax on profits for 5 years beginning on the date of operation. Initial 
imports of furnishing requirements are exempt from customs payment. .. . 

@ MEXICO.--Nibco de Mexico, S.A., a Mexican-American company producing low , 
pressure pipe fittings, has arranged with Crane Company, Chicago, to manufacture 
high pressure valves under its patents in Guadalajara. Under the firm name of 
Valvulas de Guadalajara S.A., a factory is being established for this purpose 
with mid-1961 production expected. ... 

@ NETHERLANDS.--According to the Central Planning Bureau report, exports in 
1960 rose 14 percent, imports 15 percent, and the balance of payments on current 
account showed a surplus of fl. 1.2 billion. The 1961 volume of imports is ex- 
pected to rise 9.5 percent and exports 7 percent. .. . Dutch foreign trade reached 
its highest monthly level in January, imports increasing 25 percent to fl. 1,677 
million, while exports rose 24 percent to fl. 1,340 million. 

The Finance Minister has indicated to the First Chamber that the Dutch 
capital market will soon be opened to foreign borrowing. ... 

A new Government licensing regulation with regard to market channels allows 
grocery stores to sell a wider range of products than was previously allowed. 
Grocery stores may now sell bottled milk and frozen vegetables, bakeries are allowed 
to sell certain grocery products, and vegetable stores may sell sterilized milk. 

A wide range of products may also be sold in the few general food stores... . 

@ NORWAY.--The Storting approved a Government-proposed bill providing for an 
increase in total credits that the Guarantee Institute for Export Credit can 
guarantee at any time. The total was increased from 150 million kroner to 300 
million kroner. The special export guarantee fund, pertaining to the insurance 
of export of capital goods, was raised from 50 million kroner to 100 million 
kroner. Only about one percent of total exports have usually been insured at any 
period, but because of interest in export credits by the Norwegian Export Council, 
an increase in the amount of guarantee is a likely eventuality. 

@ PAKISTAN.--The local press reports a detailed scheme to set up a TV network 
in Pakistan will be presented to the Government shortly by a team composed of a 
UNESCO representative and the Assistant General Manager of the Australian Broad- 
casting Commission. 

@® SENEGAL.--The Government of Senegal has decreed a "temporary" change in 
import regulations aimed at prohibiting what are known as "franchise" imports 
i.e., where goods of non-French origin are imported into France, then brought on 
to Senegal so as to avoid the need for obtaining an import license for Senegal. 
All imports now need licenses. The Government hopes to reduce landed costs, and 
to collect the customs duties which have passed to the French Government. 

® SPAIN.--The Government moved to stimulate competition in the cement industry 
by ordering an indefinite suspension of the 10-percent import duty on cement. 
Earlier it was announced that the Goyernment would give automatic approval to all 
applications to establish new cement plants in Spain (the first break in the 
policy of prior authorizations for industrial investments in excess of 2 million 
pesetas). 

The Spanish Economic News Service recently reported that NUCLENOR (Centrales 
Nucleares del Norte) has applied for authorization to install a thermoelectric 
nuclear plant in Sta. Maria de Garona (Burgos). The required investment is 
estimated at $52.5 million of which the equivalent of $30.4 million is to be 
foreign exchange. The capacity of the new plant is to be 250,000 kilowats and 
expected power generation 1.75 billion kilowatt hours a year. 

@ UNITED KINGDOM.--Imports from the United States of consumer goods liberalized 
in 1959 totaled $66.4 million, or a gain of over $40 million compared to 1959. .. 
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‘New Frontier’ in International Trade 
Puts Emphasis on Export Sales

yN the years immediately after the war, people all over the world 
were eager to buy almost anything we had to offer. The greatest 
obstacles to our exports were the trade and currency restrictions 
which other countries had to impose to conserve their meager dollar 
earnings and maintain their international balances of payments. 

It is no secret now that the situation has changed radically. Now 
it is we who are concerned about our balance of payments and the out- 
ward flow of our gold. Other industrial countries now have vigorous 
and efficient economies and enjoy substantial surpluses in their 





balances of payments. 


President Kennedy has expressed his deep concern for the situation 
of which the outflow of gold and our international payments deficit 


are dramatic symptoms. 


However, as he noted in his message to the 


Congress, it is a situation which “justifies concern but not panic or 


alarm.” 


Things have not suddenly gone all wrong for America. 


Rather we are somewhat belatedly becoming aware of the return of 
a world economy which is really competitive for the first time since 


at least the 1920’s. 


Long Range Steps 


The most fundamental of these long 
range steps are designed to strengthen 
our domestic economy for the competi- 
tive challenges it faces. 

If we can improve our technology, 
lower our production and marketing 
costs, produce new and superior prod- 
ucts at more competitive prices, and do 
a real selling job on our products 
abroad, we still might have to watch our 
balance of payments, but we won’t have 
to worry about it. We have in the De- 
partment of Commerce a very special 
responsibility to provide aggressive 
leadership to help strengthen our econ- 
omy for the competition ahead. 

The Department of Commerce is the 
Government’s primary business develop- 
ment agency. And at the direction of 
the President, we are undertaking a 
vigorous campaign to expand the ex- 
port sector of our nation’s business, 

Most of our major competitors have 
been actively promoting their exports 
for many years. Britain, West Ger- 
many, Japan and other industrial coun- 
tries show the products of their indus- 
tries in other countries regularly and 
effectively. They are always present at 
trade fairs, and they make it easy for 
their producers to sell on favorable 
credit terms. 

We have been participating in im- 
portant trade fairs in recent years. But 
our primary emphasis has been on pre- 
senting the American “image” vis-a-vis

the Communist bloc. We are shifting 
that policy to put more emphasis on sell- 
ing American products. We want more 
manufacturers to show their goods in 
these exhibitions and have their own 
representatives on hand to demonstrate 
their products and take orders on the 
spot. 


E also want to increase very con- 

siderably the number of trade 
fairs in which we participate officially. 
We are not planning elaborate and ex- 
pensive exhibits for these lesser fairs. 
But we want to have someone there— 
usually it will be the commercial officer 
in the area—with enough promotional 
materials to make people conscious of 
our greater desire to export and give us 
another means of learning about specific 
export opportunities. 

The new foreign trade center pro- 
gram will give us permanent centers 
for displaying American goods. We are 
working to open the first trade center 
in London on June 26 with an exhibi- 
tion of American housewares. 

Negotiations are currently underway 
in Bangkok for our second trade center 
—to be opened before the end of the 
year—and we are picking the sites for 


three more centers in South America, 
Western Europe and Africa. To make 
these centers as effective as possible, we 
will be working closely with trade asso- 
ciations to encourage as many Ameri- 
can manufacturers as possible to in- 
clude their goods in the exhibitions in 
each category. 

Our Trade Missions program in the 
past has been very helpful, as some of 
you know from having participated in 
them. We plan to increase the number 
of trade missions from 12 to 18 in the 
next fiscal year, and make their work 
even more effective. 

We are assigning men to these mis- 
sions to follow up the trade opportuni- 
ties developed. They will gather more 
detailed information on the solid pros- 
pects and find out through the Depart- 
ment’s industry divisions which Ameri- 
can companies might be interested in 
each opportunity. Then they will pre- 
sent the details of each export oppor- 
tunity to several companies and encour- 
age them to get in touch with the 
foreign operation involved. 

We are also strengthening the work 
of our commercial officers throughout 
the world. When these Foreign Service 
officers come to Washington they are 
spending a week in the Commerce De- 
partment for re-orientation to the em- 
phasis on exports and instruction in 
developing and reporting export oppor- 
tunities. We are also going to them in 
a series of regional meetings. 


Plans Trip to Rome 


AM going to Rome to meet with 

people with whom I have had past 
relationships in the Italian business 
community, and then to Cairo for the 
America Day program at the Cairo In- 
ternational Trade Fair. From there, 
I’m going to Hong Kong for the first 
meeting the Department has ever had 
overseas for all of the commercial offi- 
cers in the entire region. 

With officials of our Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce, I will be working with 
the 24 commercial officers in the Far 
East on how we can improve their com- 
mercial intelligence, their reporting of 
export opportunities and their services 
to American exporters generally. We

New Policies Instituted 





Brazilian Government Moves Toward Stabilization, 
Uniform Exchange Rate 


HE new Brazilian Administration in a move toward stabilization 
and a uniform exchange rate has revised the country’s exchange 


control system. 


Industrial expansion has continued in Brazil, bringing with it a 


heavy increase in population in the urban areas. 


The highway 


system has been greatly extended, and new vessels for Brazil’s coastal 
fleet have been launched at home and abroad. 
A larger and better coffee crop is predicted this year. 


Dollar Exchange in Demand 

Dollar auctions of exchange certifi- 
cates covering imports from convertible 
currency areas were suspended on 
January 31 and a new exchange control 
system was instituted on March 14 (see 
article under Foreign Government Ac- 
tions in this issue). ; 

For the first time after additional 
offerings of up to three times amounts 
regularly auctioned were authorized in 
March 1960, all dollar exchange offered 
at auctions held on January 24 in Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo were entirely 
taken up. Demand was heavy largely 
because Brazilian importers were un- 
certain as to the foreign exchange 
policy to be adopted by the new ad- 
ministration. 

At all four exchange auctions held in 
Brazil in January importers purchased 
exchange commitment certificates cov- 
ering imports totaling $61.7 million. 
Corresponding purchases in December 
represented $51.5 million. 


Coffee Exports Down 


Brazil’s 1961-62 coffee crop is ex- 
pected to considerably exceed the crop 
of the preceding year, which amounted 
to about 30 million bags. Coffee exports 
in the calendar year 1960 totaled 16.8 
million bags, compared with 17.4 mil- 
lion bags exported in 1959. 

New coffee-marketing regulations are 
expected.to be issued in June by the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute (IBC), now 
functioning under the recently estab- 
lished Ministry of Trade and Industry. 

IBC currently is marketing a new 
coffee meal fertilizer made from coffee 
oil and caffeine extracted from surplus 
coffee stocks mixed with an equal pro- 
portion of phosphate. IBC has available 
for sale this year up to 60,000 metric 
tons of the fertilizer, which is sold at 
2.5 cruzeiros a kilogram by coffee oil 
crushers, all located in Sao Paulo (ap- 
proximately 220 cruzeiros = US$1 at 
free market rate). 

Sugar production last year amounted 





to 3.8 million metric tons; output in 
1961 is forecast at 3.36 million tons. 
No change in Brazil’s quota of 550,000 
metric tons for sale on the world sugar 
market is expected for 1961. Industry 
sources indicate that about 1 million 
tons will be available for export from 
1961 production. 

Cocoa production for the marketing 
year October 1960-September 1961 is 
estimated at 2.6 million 60-kilogram 
bags. Cocoa exports in 1960 through 
September in terms of bean equivalent 
amounted to 140,000 metric tons, com- 
pared with 137,000 tons exported in the 
entire year 1959. This year cocoa ex- 
ports will depend largely on the new 
cocoa-marketing policy to be developed 
by the new administration. 

Cotton production, consumption, and 
exports continue to increase. Produc- 
tion in 1960-61 is expected to be up 10 
percent from that of 1959-60. Present 
planting trends indicate a 15-percent 
increase in acreage planted in southern 
Brazil, mostly in. Parana, which prom- 
ises a substantial overall increase in 
total production of cotton in 1961-62. 

Production from the 1960 corn crop 
is estimated at 8,554,000 metric tons, 
and over 8,000,000 tons is forecast for 
1961. Most of the corn produced in 
Brazil is consumed within the country 
as livestock feed and human food. 

The paddy rice 1960 harvest is now 
estimated at 4,915,000 tons, and the 
1961 crop is expected to be about the 
same. The Rio Grande do Sul Rice In- 
stitute has been authorized since last 
July to export 120,000 metric tons of 
unmilled rice, but no_ significant 
amounts have been exported. 


Power Supply Expanded 

The National Economic Development 
Bank has signed a contract with the 
State of Bahia for a 647 million cru- 
zeiro loan to Centrais Eletricas do Rio 
das Cantas for completion of the 
Funil hydroelectric plant in southern 


Bahia. The project calls for installation 
of two generators with a capacity of 
310,000 kilovolt-amperes of electric 
transmission lines, and other related 
items. The first 10,000 kilowatts of 
generating capacity is to be delivered 
in August of this year; the second, by 


‘the first half of 1962. 


The Government of the Federal Ter- 
ritory of Rondonia in the Amazon Val- 
ley has acquired four diesel electric 
generators of Czech manufacture, two 
of 700 and two of 350 kilovolt amperes. 
The two 700-kilovolt-ampere units will 
be installed at Porto Velho, capital of 
the Territory, and the others are to be 
installed in Guajara Mirim, a town 
about 300 kilometers south of Porto 
Velho which is located on the only rail- 
road of the Territory. 

The Brazilian firm Grupina from Rio 
de Janeiro has been engaged by the 
Para State Electric Power Committee 
to conduct a preliminary survey of 
Para’s Gurupi hydroelectric potential. 

Expansion of electric energy, mainly 
in the north and southeast regions of 
the State of Parana, to reach at least 
480,000 kilovolt amperes within 2 years, 
will be undertaken by the new State 
administration which took office on 
January 31. The State now has about 
310,000 kilovolt-dmperes of electric en- 
ergy. The State also plans to complete 
basic highways to improve and facili- 
tate domestic and oversea marketing of 
its agricultural products; improve the 
Port of Paranagua; and institute a land 
reform program. 

Usinas Siderurgicas Minas Gerais 
S. A. has contracted with Japanese in- 
terests for the mounting of its first two 
blast furnaces, fabrication and installa- 
tion of a regeneration system, and other 
accompanying equipment. The first 
furnace is to be ready in February 
1962, and the second, 6 months later. 

Bates do Brasil, S. A., a subsidiary 
of the St. Regis Paper Co., has inaugu- 
rated a new factory in the industrial 
city of Contagem, outside of Belo Hori- 
zonte, for production of multiwall kraft 
bags used in packaging cement, fertili- 
zer, and animal feed. The plant, said to 
be one of the most modern in the State 
of Minas Gerais, will be able at capac- 
ity output to produce 200,000 bags 
daily.

Pernambuco reportedly has concluded 
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Japanese Trade Mission 
To Arrive in U.S. 


TOKYO.—The Japanese Mission 
to the United States plans to arrive 
in San Francisco on March 30. 

The mission will be composed of 
eight prbminent Japanese business- 
men. Tarzo Ishizaka, President of 
the Federation of, Economic Or- 
ganizations, is the mission leader. 
Other members are: Kiichuro Sato, 
President, Mitsui Bank; Kojiro 
Abe, chairman, Toyo Spinning Co.; 
Goro Inouye, president, Chubu 
Electric Co.; Tokusaburo Kosaka, 
president, Shi-Etsu Chemical In- 
dustry Co.; Noboru Gotoh, presi- 
dent, Tokyo Electric Express Rail- 
way; Toshiki Sakurai, president, 
Mitsubishi Nippon Heavy Indus- 
tries; and, Toyonobu Domen, presi- 
dent, Ajinomoto Co. 

The mission’s itinerary is as 
follows: San Francisco, March 30- 
April 1; Los Angeles, April 1-4; 
Chicago, 4-7; New York, 7-13; 
Philadelphia, 13-15; Washington, 
D.C., 15-22; depart Washington, 
April 22, and leave San Francisco 
for Tokyo on April 23. 

The mission plans to meet with 
U.S. businessmen during their visit 
and with Government officials in 
Washington, D.C.—U.S. Embassy. 
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negotiations with Firestone and Lumus 
Co. for the manufacture of 30,000 tons 
of polybutadiene-type synthetic rubber. 


Industrial Population Increases 


Brazil’s rapid industrial expansion in 
recent years has created a tremendous 
increase in urban population. There has 
been a steady and heavy migration of 
the rural population to leading indus- 
trial centers throughout the country. 

The municipal population of Sao 
Paulo has increased 75 percent within 
the past 10 years; that of Porto Alegre, 
in Rio Grande do Sul, 62 percent; that 
of Salvador, in Bahia, and Belem, in 
Para, 57 percent each; that of Re- 
cife, Pernambuco, 49 percent; and that 
of the Federal capital, in Rio de 
Janeiro, 39 percent. 


Highway System Extended 


The mileage of all Federal roads in 
Brazil has been increased by nearly 70 
percent, from 22,250 to 37,220 kilo- 
meters, in the past & years. Federal 
paved kilometrage jumped nearly 260 
percent in the same period. 

The road program has cost 70 billion 
cruzeiros, more than twice the 30 billion 
programed in 1957 under the original

Imports From U.S. 


Up 27 Percent 


INGAPORE.—Both trade and industry in Singapore improved 
somewhat in the fourth quarter of 1960 but for the year as a whole 
remained relatively unchanged. The State imported more than it 
exported, further widening the deficit in the balance of trade. 
Exports to the United States declined by 14.5 percent, and imports 


increased by 27 percent. 


The Government received various grants and loans to further its 
industrialization program, necessitated by the growth in population. 


Imports Exceed Exports 


Singapore’s total trade in 1960, ex- 
clusive of trade with the Federation of 
Malaya, amounted to M$5,858.8 million, 
an increase of M$32.5 million over 1959 
(approximately M$3=US$1). Exports, 
again excluding those to the Federation, 
totaled M$2,634.1 million, a 3.2-percent 
decline, whereas imports increased by 
3.8 percent to M$3,224.7 million. The 
resulting deficit of M$590 million wid- 
ened the trade gap of 1959 by 53 per- 
cent. 

Among imports from the United 
States, industrial machinery, tractors, 
iron and steel, and other manufactured 
articles made the largest gains. Al- 
though U.S. purchases of rubber and 
spices declined, the United States re- 
mained the second largest importer of 
Singapore’s crude rubber. 

The decline in Singapore’s export po- 
sition in 1960 is attributed chiefly to the 
declining fortunes of the rubber market 
and the greater obstacles to trade with 
Indonesia, for which country Singapore 
traditionally has acted as a warehouse. 
The average price of standard crude 
rubber fell -from M$1.03 in the third 
quarter to M$0.89 in the last quarter, 
partly as a result of a slackening in de- 
mand for rubber in international mar- 
kets and partly because of an accumula- 
tion of stocks in Singapore. Shipments 
of crude rubber in 1960 declined 10 
percent from those of 1959. 


Industrialization Moves Ahead 


Industrial production, according to 
preliminary statistics, rose somewhat in 
the fourth quarter but for the year re- 
mained about the same as that of last 
year. Production of cigarettes, coconut 
oil, remilled rubber, rubber sheeting, 
footwear, and other rubber products in- 
creased significantly. 

Progress was made in the last quarter 
in construction of the Shell and Maru- 
zen oil refineries. 

The Kodak printing and processing 
plant, built to serve Singapore and ad- 
joining areas in Southeast Asia, was 
completed. 

A local manufacturer of biscuits an- 
nounced plans to build a flour mill un- 
der the State’s pioneer industries legis- 
lation. 





Construction of a new airport build- 
ing with improved facilities progressed 
favorably and according to present 
plans will be completed about the mid- 
dle of this year. 

Singapore’s harbor is being enlarged 
and several new berths will be in opera- 
tion later this year. 

Completion of a powerplant has in- 
creased Singapore’s power production 
significantly. 

Industrialization has assumed con- 
siderable urgency in Singapore as the 
population has grown and unemploy- 
ment has increased. The Government 
early in 1960 received various grants 
and loans from the United Kingdom for 
economic development. Later a group 
of technical experts from the United 
Nations Technical Assistance Board ar- 
rived to advise the Government on the 
establishment of industries which would 
be able to operate economically on the 
island. A mission from the World 
Bank investigated financial and eco- 
nomic conditions preparatory to a re- 
port on Singapore’s financial status and 
requirements. 

The success of the industrialization 
program, which is the best immediate 
answer to the chronic unemployment 
afflicting the State, depends to a great 
extent on labor-management relations. 
Government efforts to attract domestic 
and foreign capital are hindered by ac- 
tual or threatened labor disputes. Point- 
ing to greater stability in labor-manage- 
ment relations was the decline in the 
last quarter of industrial stoppages and 
man-hours lost during the stoppages. 
A further factor was the opening of an 
Industrial Arbitration Court. Unem- 
ployment also declined but was still 
high. 


Finances Sound 


The Singapore Government ended 
1960 with a budgetary surplus. Reve- 
nues amounted to approximately M$285 
million. Expenditures totaled M$248 
million, leaving a surplus of M$37 mil- 
lion. As in previous years, the com- 
petent fiscal and monetary management 
of the Government contributed to eco- 
nomic stability and enhanced confidence 
in the State’s economic i as ae —U.S. 
Consulate General. 
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Haiti Looks To Large Coffee, Sugar Egyptian Trade Deficit 
Crops To Boost Depressed Economy 


RT-AU-PRINCE.—Haiti will shortly enter its dead season be- 
tween principal crops, and there seems little reason for optimism 
for the economy until fall. Favorable weather conditions at that time 
could produce an exportable coffee crop in excess of 600,000 60-kilo- 


gram bags. 


The usual peak in activity in December was considerably blunted as 
a result of last year’s poor coffee crop. 

Sugar mills began grinding a month early in hopes that Cuba’s 
continued absence as a sugar supplier might permit Haiti once 
again to market all its exportable sugar in the United States at 


premium prices. 


Tourism, Haiti’s largest earner of foreign exchange after coffee, 


was disappointing this season. 


Exports in the fourth quarter of last year fell below those of any 
comparable period of recent years, and imports continued to reflect 
the reduced buying power of a depressed economy. 


Coffee, Sugar Growers Take Steps 


Haitian coffee exporters are actively 
planning the formation of a self-fi- 
nanced Federation which would estab- 
lish demonstration farms, provide loans 
and Yechnical advice to prospective 
planters, and organize the coffee ex- 
port trade. Exporters thus hope to 
satisfy a Government requirement that 
exporters of agricultural products in- 
vest in production (Foreign Commerce 
Weekly, Nov. 21, 1960, p. 10). 

Sugar growers expressed long-range 
hopes of again marketing sugar in the 
United States by increasing cane plant- 
ings. Haiti has a quota of 2,500 short 
tons of sugar for export in the first 
quarter of this year, and its two pro- 
ducers hope to have 42,500 additional 
tons available for export in the re- 
mainder of the year. 


Government Takes Hand 


The Government has held a tight rein 
on bank credit to preserve exchange 
stability and to avoid imposition of di- 
rect foreign trade controls. A reduc- 
tion in foreign exchange reserves in the 
last quarter of 1960 was offset by the 
transfer of $2.5 million in International 
Cooperation Assistance funds. 

A September decree regulating the 
forms of commercial activity in Haiti 
(Foreign Commerce Weekly, November 
21, 1960, p. 11) was enforced in Janu- 
ary, although it was not administered 
with undue strictness. A supplementary 
decree in October (Foreign Commerce 
Weekly, Mar. 6, 1961, p. 21) specified 
the amount of articles of “prime neces- 
sity” which importer-wholesalers are 
authorized to sell. 

Other Government actions affecting 
the commercial sector included estab- 
lishment of a national Food and Nutri- 
tion Service; issuance of modern meat

inspection regulations (Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, Feb. 20, 1961, p. 17); 
creation of an Office for the Control 
and Distribution of Products of Prime 
Necessity, which includes distribution 
of wheat flour; reorganization of the 
National Council of Cooperatives and 
formulation of a new cooperative code. 


Budget Revenues Reduced 


Upon announcement of U.S. financial 
support the Government established a 
new budget with expenditures set at 
$22.7 million for the period December 
1, 1960, through September 30, 1961, to 
replace the 1960 budget which had 
been prolonged. 

Expenditures continue at austerity 
levels except for larger contributions 
to international organizations and a 
reduction in debt service. Revenues, 
reduced as a result of poor coffee earn- 
ings, are supplemented by U.S. assist- 
ance. 

The 1959 reduction in Government 
salaries was reimposed along with all 
existing tax legislation. Revenues and 
expenditures for Government operations 
earried on outside the budget are 
thought to be in overall balance. 

No new internal public loans were 
made in the fourth quarter, although 
an $800,000 Port-au-Prince municipal 
bond was issued to finance completion 
of the “Steel Market” at Croix des 
Bassales. The Government took steps 
to “regularize” its overdue commercial 
obligations by bringing up to date a 
previous authorization for issuance of 5- 
year bonds (Foreign Commerce Weekly, 
Mar. 6, 1961, p. 19). Some foreign 
creditors have been asked to accept the 
bonds. 

Early in December the U.S. Opera- 
tions Mission announced the amount of 
grant assistance programed for U.S. 


Drops as Exports Rise 


Egypt’s balance of trade showed a 
significant improvement in 1960, when 
the deficit dropped to £E29.5 million, 
from £E61.4 million in 1959. Although 
imports rose slightly, a substantial in- 
crease in exports more than compen- 
sated for the rise. 

The import trade amounted to 
£E220,161,162 and exports £E190,636,- 
307, compared with ££214,423,540 for 
imports and £E153,052,420 for exports 
in 1959. 

The United States continued to be 
Egypt’s principal supplier, in terms of 
value, shipping goods to a value of 
4&E39,967,632. The United States was 
Egypt’s seventh most important buyer, 
taking goods amounting to £E9,938,904. 
The United States also was Egypt’s 
principal supplier in 1959, shipping 
goods to a value of £E29,958,727; 
Egyptian exports to the United States 
totaled only £E£2,041,521. 

Principal Egyptian imports from the 
United States last year were wheat, 
flour, tobacco, animal and vegetable 
oils, pharmaceuticals and chemicals, 
lubricants, maize, rice, insecticides, bar- 
ley, vehicles including locomotives, iron 
and steel products, and industrial and 
agricultural machinery. Raw cotton, 
cotton piece goods and yarns, crude oil, 
shrimp, manganese, fertilizers, handi- 
crafts, and beeswax were among items 
exported to the United States. 





fiscal year 1961. Grants will total 
$12.56 million, including $2.06 million 
for technical cooperation, $4.5 million 
for special assistance, and $6 million 
for budgetary support. 

Haiti was visited this winter by tech- 
nical delegations from the Inter-Ameri- 
can Development Bank and the Interna- 
tional Development Association but no 
announcements have been made of pos- 
sible loans for Haitian projects. 


Haiti Becomes Copper Exporter 

In January the SEDREN Mining 
Co., which began production in Octo- 
ber, exported to Japan Haiti’s first 
shipment of copper concentrate. 

A cooperative tomato cannery, part 
of the ICA-assisted Pote Cole project, 
also opened in October, and a similar 
cannery is scheduled to open in the 
Artibonite Valley in April. 

Other industrial developments dur- 
ing the quarter included installation of 
a small resin and turpentine plant in 
the Pine Forest by a Government-di- 
rected enterprise; increased sales of a 
low-priced kerosene cooking stove which

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Freight Cars To Mexico 
No Longer Need Permit 


Car Service Division Embargo No. 
400 of the Association of American 
Railroads, which at the request of 
the Mexican Government required 
permits on carload shipments to 
Mexico routed on or via the Na- 
tional Railways of Mexico, has 
been canceled effective March 9. 

All shippers are cautioned to as- 
sure that on items subject to Mexi- 
can import control, the consignee 
has obtained the necessary import 
permit before shipments are billed 
to the border. Otherwise, cars may 
be subject to delay and accrual of 
demurrage before crossing into 
Mexico.—Association of American 
Railroads.

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In-Transit Arms Imports 
Prohibited by Trinidad 


Trinidad has prohibited the importa- 
tion in transit of all arms, ammunition, 
and other military equipment except 
with the written permission of the Com- 
missioner of Police. 

The prohibition, in addition to arms 
and ammunition, extends to military 
and naval stores, civilian aircraft of 
any type, including helicopters, military 
communications equipment, patrol ves- 
sels, whether armed or unarmed, land- 
ing craft and other vessels of military 
utility, and any other combat or non- 
combat military equipment. 

The action was published in the 
Trinidad Royal Gazette on January 14, 
1961. 





Customs Warehouse Storage 
Fees Waived by Costa Rica 


SAN JOSE.—Storage fees on im- 
ported merchandise in Costa Rican cus- 
tomhouses have been waived partially 
or fully for a 60-day period beginning 
February 21. If clearanee is effected 
within the first 30 days, all storage fees 
are waived; if clearance is effected in 
the final 30 days, 50 percent of the 
storage fees are waived. 

This waiver applies only to customs 
warehouse storage fees and in no way 
affects the applicable duties on the mer- 
chandise—U.S. Embassy.

pte nye changes in the Brazilian import tariff schedule have been 
made since promulgation of the current tariff law. 

Some have been statutory rate revisions resulting from decisions of 
the Brazilian Customs Policy Council; others are not changes in 


statutory rates, 


but rather establishment of conventional rates 


applicable to imports from countries signatory to the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 


GATT Renegotiations Ratified 

Renegotiations of concessions granted 
by Brazil under the GATT were con- 
ducted pursuant to a waiver granted 
Brazil on November 16, 1956 by agree- 
ment of the Contracting Parties to 
GATT. This waiver authorized Brazil, 
for urgent fiscal reasons, to put into 
force a new customs tariff immediately, 
subject to undertaking to negotiate 
with the other Contracting Parties to 
establish a new schedule of concessions. 
The new tariff, Law No. 3,244 (Foreign 
Commerce Weekly, Oct. 14, 1957, p. 9), 
was put into effect on August 14, 1957, 
and renegotiations under the GATT 
were initiated in February 1958. 


These renegotiations, completed in 
1959 (Foreign Commerce Weekly, Feb. 
23, 1959, p. 5) were ratified by the 
Brazilian Congress by Legislative 
Decree No. 14 of August 25, 1960, pub- 
lished the following day, and were put 
into effect by Decree No. 48,911 of Au- 
gust 31, 1960. The conventional GATT 
rates on any of the specific items af- 
fected may be obtained from the Ameri- 
can Republics Division, Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce, U.S. Department of 
Commerce, Washington 25, D.C., or 
from any of the Department’s Field 
Offices. A preliminary analysis of the 
1958 Brazilian tariff renegotiation with 
the United States has been prepared by 
the Department of State and is availa- 
ble from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U.S. Government Printing Office, 
Washington 25, D.C., for 20 cents. The 
report is listed as Publication 6775, 
Commercial Policy Series. 

Certain concessions granted in the 
renegotiations, however, were not rati- 
fied by the Brazilian Congress. An ad- 
justment may be sought by the Con- 
tracting Parties to compensate for 
these concessions.

Details of New Brazilian Foreign 
Exchange System Summarized 


Te foreign exchange system of Brazil has been revised, effective 

March 14, by the Superintendency of Money and Credit (SUMOC). 
Although the official text of the order is not yet available, details 

of the new system are summarized below, on the basis of preliminary 


information. 


Import Auctions Discontinued 


The system of auctioning exchange 
commitment certificates covering im- 
ports into Brazil, in effect since Octo- 
ber 1953, has been discontinued. The 
actual auctions of certificates for con- 
vertible currencies had been suspended 
on January 31 (Foreign Commerce 
Weekly, February 20, 1961, p. 16). A 
new method of exchange control was 
established by the new order, Instruc- 
tion 204. The classification of imports 
into two categories, general and special, 
remains unchanged. 

To obtain a certificate of exchange 
cover for imports in the general (es- 
sential) category, the importer must 
close an exchange contract in the free 
exchange market, and purchase an 
equivalent amount in certificates issued 
by the Bank of Brazil, bearing interest 
at 6 percent per annum, redeemable in 
150 days. Preliminary information in 
Foreign Commerce Weekly, March 20, 
page 12, stated that the conversion rate 
for the certificates was 150 cruzeiros, 
but the free market rate actually is 
used. Importers also must furnish in- 
formation on the export price of the 
merchandise involved and any other 
data deemed essential by the Foreign 
Trade Department of the Bank of 
Brazil. 

For imports in the special (non- 
essential) category, import licenses will 
be required. Such licenses will be issued 
to importers who purchase “promises 
of license” at public auction and also 
fulfill all of the requirements listed for 
importers of general category commo- 
dities. 

Individual firms are limited to a pur- 
chase of $20,000 per week for imports 
of all types, unless special quotas are 
established for the individual firm by 
the Council of SUMOC. 


Preferential Rate Increased 


Certain imports and financial trans- 
fers are subject to a preferential rate 
of exchange. This rate is 200 cruzeiros 
to the dollar instead of the former rate 
of 100 cruzeiros. Of this amount, 150 
cruzeiros is to be paid at the tithe the 
import is authorized and the remainder 
is to be paid in 120 days. Beginning 
in the second half of this year, the dif- 
ference between this preferential rate 
and the free market rate will be prog- 
ressively eliminated. 





The following imports are subject to 
the preferential rate: Newsprint and 
paper for the publishing industry; 
wheat; petroleum and petroleum deriv- 
atives; equipment, parts, and spares for 
journalistic and publishing companies, 
for prospecting, research, production, 
refining, and pipeline and maritime 
tfansportation of petroleum and deriv- 
atives, as well as for investments con- 
sidered essential to economic develop- 
ment or for national security; certain 
books, maps, and magazines; govern- 
ment imports; and, certain fertilizers, 
insecticides and similar items for ex- 
clusive use of agriculture. 

The following financial transfers 
abroad also are to be effected through 
the preferential rate of exchange: Pay- 
ment of financial obligations of the Fed- 
eral, State, and municipal governments, 
when they do not involve exchange 
cover for imports; payments for serv- 
ices relating to the exploration and 
production of crude petroleum; amorti- 
zation and interest on loans, credits and 
financing registered and approved by 
SUMOC or relative to imports of equip- 
ment, parts, and spares just mentioned. 


Export Rates Also Affected 


Export receipts of all commodities 
except coffee and cocoa will be liqui- 
dated at the free market rate. Ex- 
porters, however, will receive Bank of 
Brazil letters with a maturity of 120 
days, representing 100 cruzeiros per 
dollar of this sum. The letters will bear 
interest at the rate of 6 percent per 
year. 

Exporters of coffee will continue to 
receive 90 cruzeiros to the dollar. The 
difference between this rate and the 
preferential rate will be deposited with 
SUMOC to support the commodity. The 
rate for cacao and cocoa products will 
be fixed by taking into consideration 
price quotations and the level of the 
free market rate. 

This new system replaces the one 
outlined in U.S. Department of Com- 
merce publication, Licensing and Ex- 
change Controls—Brazil, World Trade 
Information Service report, part 2, No. 
60-41, August 1960.

The penalty had been imposed 
against 27 countries, not including the 
United States, with which Guatemala 
had an unfavorable commercial balance 
(Foreign Commerce Weekly, May 25, 
1959, p. 14).

BAMAKO.—The state trading agency 
of the Government of Mali, SOMIEX, 
has acquired a monopoly on the im- 
portation of sugar, milk, cement, flour, 
salt, matches, cigarettes, oil, tea, twill 
sacking, and soaps. The monopoly is 
only for importation; private firms 
will continue to distribute these prod- 
ucts at a price fixed by SOMIEX.—U.S.

Finland Signs Trade Pacts 
With Poland and Bulgaria 


HELSINKI.—Lists of commodities to 
be exchanged between Finland and Po- 
land and Finland and Bulgaria in the 
calendar year 1961 have been estab- 
lished under bilateral trade agreements. 

One of the more significant aspects 
in the Finnish-Polish agreement is the 
increase in quota for Finnish imports 
of coal from Poland. The coal import 
quota in 1960 was 1,450,000 metric tons; 
fhe quota for 1961 has been set at 2,- 
100,000 metric tons. Arrangements have 
been made for an additional 300,000 
metric tons if the Finns so desire. 

Among the more sizable Finnish im- 
ports are rolling mill products, includ- 
ing pipes, 10,000 metric tons; various 
chemical products, $500,000; machinery 
and apparatus, $1 million; cotton fab- 
ries, $200,000; automobiles, motorcycles, 
and spare parts, $300,000. 


Major Finnish exports to Poland are 
to include iron ore, 130,000 metric tons, 
plus an additional option of 20,000 
tons; rayon pulp, 50,000 tons; chemical 
wood pulp, 28,000 tons; paperboard, 20,- 
000 tons; pitprops, pulp wood, and 
utility poles, $850,000; machines and 
equipment for paper, pulp, and other 
wood-processing industries, $1 million. 

Bulgarian exports to Finland, as pre- 
viously are to consist mostly of agricul- 
tural products—corn, tobacco, rice, 
fresh and dried fruits and vegetables, 
and vegetable oils. Finnish exports are 
to encompass mainly items of the forest 
products industry, such as mechanical 
and chemical wood pulp, various paper 
and paper products, and rayon staple 

bers. 

The bilateral agreement listing com- 
modities to be exchanged between Fin- 
land and Poland was signed in Helsinki 
on December 1, 1960. Fenno-Bulgarian 
negotiations for the 1961 commodity list 
were concluded in Helsinki on Decem- 
ber 21, 1960.—U.S. Embassy.

will have other regional meetings later 
for the officers in other areas. 

We are also trying to make Foreign 
Commerce Weekly more useful. For ex- 
ample, we have scrapped the policy 
against mentioning the names of Amer- 
ican firms that have obtained contracts 
abroad and have instructed our com- 
mercial officers to report the names and 
addresses of all successful contract bid- 
ders. This will give American com- 
panies a chance to investigate the pos- 
sibilities of subcontracts and the sup- 
plying of components or materials. 

We have added a new feature which 
permits us to get brief items into For- 
eign Commerce Weekly when they are 
only 24 hours old. We have also in- 
structed our commercial officers over- 
seas td report export opportunities 
when they still are in the rumor stage, 
and we have arranged for them to send 
copies of their commercial reports di- 
rectly to the Commerce Department to 
avoid the delay of having them trans- 
mitted through the State Department. 


T the direction of the President the 
Export-Import Bank is drafting a 
new program of export guarantees and 
credit which will put American export- 
ers on a basis of full equality with our 
competitors in other countries. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is also study- 
ing ways for private financial institu- 
tions to participate more broadly in pro- 
viding export credit facilities. 

The Senate has approved American 
membership in the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment. This will give us the best forum 
we have ever had to work for the elim- 
ination of the remaining barriers to our 
exports. 

Congress has been asked to increase 
the number of commercial officers over- 
seas and to approve an intensive pro- 
gram to help relieve our balance of pay- 
ments deficit by promoting foreign 
travel to the United States. 

Also to improve our balance of pay- 
ments and strengthen our domestic 
economy, we are initiating a new pro- 
gram to bring investment opportunities 
in this country to the attention of for- 
eign investors in other industrial coun- 
tries.

Salt Production in Ecuador 


The U.S. technical team which went 
to Ecuador in March 1960 to survey the 
Development Possibilities for Chemical 
Fertilizers and Basic Chemicals in- 
cluded in its report general facts on the 
salt industry. This industry occupies 
a conspicuous place in the economy of 
Ecuador but is very primitive and rudi- 
mentary by modern standards. 

As a result of the survey and based 
on the team’s recommendations, a sup- 
plementary reconnaissance survey and 
report was made on the production pos- 
sibility of high quality solar salt in 
Ecuador. This survey reviews the pos- 
sibilities for development of salt pro- 
duction by private enterprise to sup- 
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plement or replace the present low 
quality of salt now being made, as well 
as the possibility for obtaining in- 
creased amounts of high quality salt 
which would be demanded by a caustic 
soda plant at Guayaquil and by many 
other industries. 

The report recommends that Ecua- 
doran or foreign capital be invested in 
solar salt operations in Ecuador. Pres- 
ent operations can be improved to in- 
crease individual production and im- 
prove quality. The report also sug- 
gests the possibility of an economical 
development of the Galapagos salt de- 
posit.

Studied in Nigeria

Riding on Air 

The “Aeromobile 200-2” travels a foot 
above the ground, utilizing the principle 
of air, forced downward, to provide a 
cushion on which it rides. 

This model was selected by OITF as 
sufficiently well advanced in operation 
and control to merit demonstration in 
U.S. exhibitions overseas. 

The 200-2 and its predecessor, model 
200-1, have not yet gone into service, 
but each improvement has brought the 
experimentations closer to the doctor’s 
goal. The 200-2 model has a fiber glass 
body designed by the OITF Design Di- 
vision, and is fitted with equipment do- 
nated by 15 U.S. companies.

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Jamaica Plans To Build Yugoslavia Plans 5-Year Program 
To Improve Electric Power Network 


WW UGOSLAVIA plans to construct a 216,000-kilowatt hydroelectric 
plant and to install 790 miles of high voltage transmission lines 
to improve the country-wide electric power network. 

A recent World Bank loan equivalent to $30 million will help 
finance both projects. The hydroelectric plant will be in the Velebit 
Mountains near Senj on the Adriatic Coast. 


50 New Water Systems 


The Jamaica Industrial Development 
Corporation recently disclosed plans for 
a $42-million water supply expansion 
program for Kingston plus 50 com- 
pletely new water systems to supply the 
entire island. 

Development of Kingston’s water sys- 
tem is calculated to take care of the 
capital city’s expanding needs over the 
next 30 years. It includes the drilling 
of additional deep wells at Caymanas 
and enlargement of the filtration plant 
at Seaview. 


The Water Commission in Kingston 
will execute the development of the sys- 
tem. 


Meanwhile, the Jamaica Government 
is planning, with U.S. and ICA as- 
sistance, the development of an island- 
wide integrated water supply system. 

The plan, based on a survey prepared 
by a U.S. team of ICA consulting engi- 
neers, calls for 50 coordinated systems 
to serve present and future needs of 
all urban and rural communities out- 
side of the corporate area of Kingston. 

Complete plans and specifications for 
the first 13 systems are to be prepared 
initially by an engineering firm special- 
izing in water treatment and distribu- 
tion. The firm also will estimate costs 
for the additional 37 systems which, 
when completed, will supply the island’s 
entire 4,400 square miles. 

Contracting costs for the first 13 
systems is estimated at $200,000, of 
which $100,000 is being supplied by the 
United States through the International 
Cooperation Administration. The ICA 
will supply a sanitary engineer to assist 
the Jamaica Ministry of Home Affairs 
in the implementation of the program.

Port of Sihanoukville Rules 
Available on Loan Basis 


The U.S. Department of Commerce 
has received from the U.S. Embassy in 
Phnom Penh copies in French of the 
regulations governing the use of facili- 
ties and the fixing of port charges for 
the port of Sihanoukville.

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Part of 5-Year Program 


The projects are part of a program 
being carried out by Yugoslavia to 
double the electric generating capacity 
in the next 5 years to meet the rapidly 
growing demands of industrial and ur- 
ban consumers. 

Total cost of the Senj powerplant and 
new transmission network is estimated 
at the equivalent of $75 million. The 
Bank loan will provide 40 percent of the 
required financing. 

Imported equipment needed for the 
projects will be purchased on the basie 
of international competition. 

The loan was made to the Yugoslav 
Investment Bank in Belgrade, a Fed- 
eral Government institution which pro- 
vides investment finance for develop- 
ment. The Investment Bank will re- 
lend the proceeds of the Bank loan to 
the enterprises responsibile for con- 
structing and operating the powerplant 
and the transmission system. 


Yugoslavia’s high mountains and 
heavy rainfall have endowed it with 
abundant water power resources, of 
which less than one tenth has yet been 
developed. Its resources are somewhat 
greater than those of Italy and, in 
Western Europe, are substantially ex- 
ceeded only by those of Norway. 

Most of Yugoslavia’s hydroelectric in- 
stallations are run-of-the-mill plants 
which must be supplemented by reser- 
voir and thermal plants because in late 
summer the lower water flows reduce 
power production to about 60 percent of 
that produced in late winter. 

Since 1957, electric power in Yugo- 
slavia has been supplied to the principal 
load centers by an integrated network 
to which the main generating plants are 
connected; the network is also connected 
with the transmission systems of neigh- 
boring countries. 

The annual rate of increase in Yugo- 
slavia’s power consumption over the 
last 5 years has averaged 19 percent, 
reflecting the substantial economic 
growth of the country. Industry ac- 
counts for about 67 percent of total 
consumption, the largest consumers be- 
ing plants producing aluminum, car- 
bide ferro-alloys, copper, lead, zinc, iron, 
steel, cables, chemicals, electrical and

mechanical equipment, 
products, and textiles. 

The supply of power to residential 
and commercial consumers is limited 
for the most part to urban centers so 
that at present only about half the 
population has electricity.

Power Consumption To Grow 


During the next few years consump- 
tion is expected to grow at the rate of 
15 percent annually, and the power ex- 
pansion program is being carried out 
to provide for this demand. 

Under the program new hydroelectric 
and thermal plants will be built to 
double by 1965 the present capacity of 
1,950,000 kilowatts; nearly 1,100 miles 
of transmission lines, of which 790 miles 
will be 220 kilovolts, together with as- 
sociated transformer and switching sta- 
tions, will be constructed. 


The system will connect the new 
generating plants to the main consump- 
tion center and will strengthen the 
country-wide grid which is now heavily 
overloaded. 


In addition, the capacity of the in- 
terconnections with Austrian and Ital- 
ian networks will be expanded and 
equipment will be installed to permit 
the Yugoslav system to operate parallel 
with the integrated power system of 
Western Europe. 

The projects selected for Bank financ- 
ing, the Senj hydroelectric plant, and 
extension of the 220-kilovolt transmis- 
sion network are an essential part of 
this power expansion program. 

The new powerplant will utilize the 
waters of the Gacka and Lika Rivers 
in the Velebit Mountains. A concrete 
arch dam will be built on the Lika 
River to create a storage reservoir; 
other structures include three diversion 
dams, 20 miles of tunnels, and an un- 
derground powerhouse installed with 
three 72,000-kilowatt generating units. 

The new transmission lines will ex- 
tend throughout five of Yugoslavia’s six 
republics—Serbia, Slovenia, Croatia, 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, and Montenegro.

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Rail Freight Station 
Planned in Sweden 


GOTEBORG.—One of the largest 
and most modernly equipped sheds in 
northern Europe for the handling of 
rail freight will be built here. Work 
on the project is scheduled to begin on 
April 1 and is expected to be completed 
in 1966. 

The cost is estimated at approxi- 
mately 25 million crowns (1 crown = 
US$0.193). 

This new facility will have enough 
space to accommodate 150 freight cars. 
Outside the building considerable space 
for trucks will be provided. 

The building will be 400 meters long 
and 100 meters wide. It will be oper- 
ated jointly by the State Railways in 
Stockholm and the government-owned 
transport firm AB Svenska Godscen- 
traler (AB Swedish Freight Center), 
known as ASG. 

Highly mechanized equipment will be 
installed, and the building will be pro- 
vided with extensive cellar space. The 
structure of the building will facilitate 
changes which may be prompted by 
future developments. A customs ware- 
house will probably also be erected on 
the site. 

A new railroad area for loading and 
unloading freight cars will also be built. 
Truck traffic will be directed to the 
terminal along a new stretch of road- 
way to be a part of turnpike No. 2, 
and thus will avoid city traffic.

Sixth Argentine TV Station 
Starts Regular Programming 


BUENOS AIRES.—A new television 
station in Mendoza was officially in- 
augurated in early February, bringing 
to six the number of Argentine stations 
in active operation. 

The station is LV89-TV, Channel 7. 
In addition, one repeater station is in 
operation in Rosario for LS82-TV, 
Channel 7 (Buenos Aires). 

The Mendoza station is equipped with 
a 2-kilowatt transmitter supplied by a 
U.S. manufacturer. Programs report- 
edly reach a radius of 60 kilometers 
from the city, an area which includes 
around 650,000 persons. 

LS84-TV, Channel 11, of Buenos 
Aires, is currently undergoing signal 
testing and is expected to begin regular 
telecasting soon. 

According to present plans, 26 addi- 
tional television channels will be al- 
located for the provincial cities. 

Western European 625-line standards 
are in use except channel frequencies, 
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which correspond to those in use in the 
United States and other Western Hem- 
isphere countries. Receivers are sup- 
plied almost entirely from domestic 
production, although considerable im- 
portation of components is required for 
this manufacture—U.S. Embassy and 
U.S.LS. 





Instrument Landing System 
Planned for Cairns Airport 


MELBOURNE.—An instrument- 
landing system (ILS) will be installed 
next year at the Cairns, Queensland, 
airport, the Minister for Civil Aviation 
has announced. 

Approach lighting, one part of the 
system, is expected to be working by 
April 1962 and, according to the Minis- 
ter, will “serve as a valuable landing 
aid by itself’ until the ILS is completed. 

Work has already started on the site, 
which will cost approximately £123,000 
(US$278,000). The ILS will enable 
the Cairns airport to be used as a major 
bad weather alternate for all airlines 
flying in the North Queensland and 
Coral Sea area.

Telecommunications Training 
Center Planned in Malaya 


KUALA LUMPUR.—A Malaya $7 
million (US$2.3 million) telecommuni- 
cations training center will be built 
here, the Director-General of Telecom- 
munications of the Federation and 
Singapore has announced. 

The center will be able to accom- 
modate 250 residential trainees and, 
although basically a national institu- 
tion, will provide training for neigh- 
boring countries as well. 

The United Nations has been asked 
for a grant of $990,000 to buy equip- 
ment and pay a skilled technical staff. 
The Federation Government has been 
asked to contribute the remaining $1.3 
million which will be used to purchase 
an 1l-acre site and construct the build- 
ing. 

The proposed center will enable tech- 
nicians in the area to learn to handle 
the latest in telecommunications equip- 
ment and will assure that national tele- 
communications in the area will con- 
tinue to meet worldwide standards.

Rotterdam Considers 
Adding Rail Tracks 


ROTTERDAM.—The Netherland 
Railways and the Municipality of Rot- 
terdam are considering the possibility 
of enlarging the freight yard in Rotter- 
dam-South by adding five railway 
tracks. 

Through this enlargement the Neth- 
erland Railways would be able to take 
part in the operation of a European 
network of very fast international 
freight train connections. 

The Burgomaster and Aldermen have 
proposed to the municipal council of 
Rotterdam that it lease the needed 
grounds to the Netherland Railways. 

If the council accepts this proposal, 
Rotterdam would be the starting and 
finishing point of the first international 
Trans Europe Express Merchandise 
(TEEM) connections to Basel, Chiasso, 
Neurenburg, and Munich. Expansion 
of this network would be possible 
through connections with Paris, the 
Scandinavian countries, and Austria. 

Presently, most transit shipments 
through Rotterdam are handled by 
heavy motor trucks, while in other 
north and west European seaports most 
freight is transported by rail. 

The Burgomaster and Aldermen of 
Rotterdam feel it is necessary for Rot- 
terdam to expedite its connections with 
the hinterland to meet the competition 
of other seaports.—U.S. Consulate Gen- 
eral. 





Number of Phones in World 
Hits Total of 133.6 Million 


The number of telephones in the 
world jumped 8.8 million in 1959, the 
largest gain for any year and exceeding 
by a million the total of any previous 
year. 

At the beginning of 1960 the world’s 
telephones had risen to a total of 133.6 
million. 

The United States, which accounted 
for nearly half of all telephones added, 
continued to account for more than half 
the world total in service, and has 17 
times as many telephones in proportion 
to population as the rest of the world. 

All this is according to a 21-page 
survey, The World’s Telephones 1960, 
published by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. of New York. 

The survey is prepared in the form 
of five statistical tables, including 
world telephones by continental areas, 
countries which have 500,000 or more 
telephones, phones by continental area 
and by country, telephone conversations 
in 1959, and telephones in the world’s 
principal cities. 
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Mombasa Officially Opens 
Port Project at Kipevu 


NAIROBI.—A _ multi-million dollar 
port project, providing four new deep- 
water berths and a railway causeway, 
was officially opened in early February 
in Kipevu. 

The project cost £4 million (£1=US 
$2.80). Two of the deepwater berths will 
be held in reserve. The causeway, con- 
necting the northern end of the port 
on the island to Kipevu on the main- 
land, was completed in 1957. 

The construction work on the four 
deep water berths was started in 1957, 
and the first two berths, Nos. 11 and 
12, were handed over by the contractors 
in June 1959. Since then all the an- 
cillary facilities to make the berths 
operational—transit sheds, marshalling 
yards, and cranes—have been provided. 

The remaining two berths, Nos. 13 
and 14, were completed to quay level 
by October 1959. These two berths will 
be left in this unfinished state and kept 
in reserve for future port development. 

There is now a minimum depth of 33 
feet at low water (normal spring tides) 
at the approaches and up to the point 
of berth coping. 

The dock aprons extend over the 
water and are supported by reinforced 
concrete piles, weighing as much as 20 
tons each and up to 90 feet in length. 

These aprons of reinforced concrete 
have been designed to accommodate 
electric cranes and railway tracks. 
Dock rails, used for the first time .in 
East Africa, have been sunk flush with 
the apron surface to give an unob- 
structed surface for trucks and me- 
chanical handling equipment. 


Transit Sheds Erected 


On reclaimed land at the back of the 
wharf apron, a _ reinforced concrete 
transit shed of 100,000 square feet has 
been constructed for berth No. 12, 
mainly for imports, and a “temporary” 
steel shed of 55,000 square feet has been 
erected for berth No. 11, mainly for 
exports; this latter shed will be re- 
placed by a double story transit shed 
when the growth of trade warrants it. 

In addition to these transit sheds, 
there is a total of 180,000 square feet 
of open storage space. There is also a 
workshop area, which includes gear 
shops, maintenance workshops, a fire 
station, and offices. 

Besides the traveling dock cranes and 
other mobile equipment provided by 
the East African Railways and Har- 
bours Administration, the cargo han- 
dling contractors are providing 22 fork- 
lift trucks and 10 platform trucks, all 
of which are driven by electric bat- 
teries.

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Canada Plans To Construct, Expand 
Facilities for Processing of Gas 


CAN ADA plans to build a new gas processing plant and expand an 


‘existing plant. 


Shell Oil Co. of Canada in Calgary recently received approval in 
principle from.the Alberta Oil and Gas Conservation Board for the 
gathering, processing, and marketing of gas from fields in the gen- 
eral Waterton area and for construction of a plant. 


Peak Rate Planned 


Plant facilities are designed to proc- 
ess sufficient raw gas to make available 
for marketing a peak rate of 120 mil- 
lion cubic feet daily of residue gas. 

The plant process is basically one of 
absorption, treating, and dehydration, 
together with a sulphur conversion 
plant and auxiliaries. 

Shell proposes to gather gas from 
the various gas pools in the Waterton 
field area and to process it in central 
processing facilities for production of 
a marketable gas, a combined conden- 
sate-gasoline blend, and high purity 
elemental sulphur. The gas from ex- 
isting and future wells of these pools 
will be gathered for processing at one 
point. 

The plant’s basic design is derived 
from the requirements of producing 110 
million cubic feet daily of marketable 
gas plus allowance for peaking in ac- 
cordance with Shell’s contracts with 
the gas purchaser, Alberta and South- 
ern Gas Co. 

Of this amount 95 million cubic feet 
will come from the Waterton and Car- 
bondale pools and 15 million from the 
Castle River and Gladstone Creek pools. 
Alberta and Southern and its associate 
companies propose to market the gas in 
California. 

The marketing of liquids is largely 
dependent upon future decisions of the 
board as to pipelines for products. 
Lacking a _ suitable pipeline outlet, 
liquids will be moved to markets by rail 
or truck. 

Shell has been marketing sulphur 
throughout the North American con- 
tinent for 8 years. To dispose of the 
sulphur to be produced at Waterton it 
is proposed to expand these markets 
and to enter offshore sulphur markets. 

Shell will make use of its Canadian 
Chemical Division, Shell Chemical Co.

All the facilities at Kipevu have been 
designed to give the highest degree of 
mechanization, and to permit a greatly 
increased rate of cargo handling, as 
compared with the other berths on the 
island—U.S. Consulate General.

Plant Expansion Approved 

Approval, subject to future review 
of air pollution disposal facilities, was 
given recently to Home Oil Co. in Cal- 
gary to add a $4,366,000-expansion to 
their Carstairs gas plant to process ad- 
ditional gas from the Carstairs Elkton 
Unit area. 

Construction of the new facilities is 
scheduled for completion by November 
i. 

A processing capacity of 131 million 
cubie feet daily will be added, bringing 
total capacity up to 201,000 and value 
of the Carstairs Crossfield plant to 
$7.8 million. 

Estimated annual operating cost of 
the enlarged plant will be $826,000. 
Estimated capital cost of the Crossfield 
field gathering system is $1,150,000 and 
of the liquified petroleum gas (LPG) 
recovery facilities at the plant, $1,415,- 
000. 

The Carstairs Elkton Unit gas- 
gathering and processing facilities have 
been in operation since February 1960. 
It is now proposed to gather additional 
volumes of gas from the unitized for- 
mation of the Carstairs Elkton Unit 
and the Turner Valley formation of 
the Crossfield field. 

It is also proposed to enlarge the 
present gas plant to process additional 
Carstairs gas for sale to Trans-Canada 
Pipe Lines, Ltd., and to process Cross- 
field gas for sale to Alberta and South- 
ern Gas Co., Ltd. 

Recovery of propane and butane has 
been given consideration, but for the 
currently depressed Liquified Petroleum 
Gas (LPG) market conditions the 
economics of LPG recovery are unfav- 
orable. 

In the proposed scheme, part of the 
butane would be sold in the liquid prod- 
uct and part of the propane and butane 
would be used for fuel while the major 
share would be sold in the residue gas 
streams.

5-year highway construction plan. 

The Economic Development Bank has 
lent 975.6 million and 76 million cruze- 
iros, respectively, to the Sao Paulo 
State-owned Sorocabana and Araraqu- 
ara Railroads for rolling stock, equip- 
ment, and rails. 

The Parana-Santa Catarina railway 
is to receive from the United States be- 
ginning in April of this year 68 General 
Motors diesel electric locomotives to re- 
place its #bsolescent steam types. 

The Ishikawajima shipyard in Rio de 
Janeiro has launched its first vessel, the 
Volta Redonda, of 5,600 deadweight 
tons and with a speed of 14 knots. The 
vessel, the first of five ordered by the 
Brazilian Merchant Marine from Ishi- 
kawajima, reportedly is the largest ship 
ever launched in Latin America. It will 
be used in Brazil’s coastal service. 

The last of six 10,000 deadweight ton 
tankers built for PETROBRAS in Den- 
mark and the first of two 500 to 550- 
passenger vessels being built in Spain 
for Brazil’s coastal fleet also were 
launched. Two more passenger vessels 
of the same size are being built for 
Brazil’s account in Yugoslavia. 

The Brazilian Merchant Marine Com- 
mission has given to private and public 
navigation companies an opportunity to 
bid on the purchase of six coastal ves- 
sels of 5,000 deadweight tons each cur- 
rently under construction at Steoznia 
Gdanska dockyards in Gdansk, Poland. 
Minimum bid per vessel reportedly is 
about $910,000. 

Increased freight rates and opera- 
tional subsidies for coastal shipping 
and higher port charges have been au- 
thorized by the Brazilian Government 
to meet increased labor costs in the 
maritime industry.—U.S. Embassy and 
Consulates in Brazil.

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U.S. Exports of Copper 
Top 32-Year High 


Exports of refined copper from 
the United States soared in 1960. 
Shipments totaled 435,000 short 
tons, the highest figure reached 
since 1928 when exports of 475,000 
tons were made. 

In December, exports of refined 
copper rose sharply to 47,000 short 
tons, nearly 60 percent more than 
in November. Exports from the 
United States to the United King- 
dom, Italy, and Japan, in the first 
11l°months of 1960, averaged 6,900 
tons, 4,900 tons, and 2,900 tons, 
respectively. December shipments, 
however, rose to 14,700, 7,700, and 
3,500 tons, respectively. 

Exports of copper-base scrap and 
ingots in December remained at the 
14,000-ton copper-content level set 
in September. There was a shift in 
demand among countries. In Sep- 
tember, 12,000 metal-weight tons of 
scrap were exported to Japan but 
the December total dropped to 
9,000 tons. Yugoslavia and Mexico 
imported a monthly average of 400 
and 70 tons, respectively, in the 
first 11 months of 1960. In Decem- 
ber, their imports from the United 
States rose to 1,100 and 500 tons.— 
Business and Defense Services Ad- 
ministration. 
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Ethiopian Firm To Set Up 
Timber-Sawmill Project 


A U.S. Government loan has been 
approved for the purchase of equipment 
to log and mill 75,000-100,000 acres of 
forests in Ethiopia. 

The anticipated lumber output of 
72,000 cubic meters is expected to yield 
export sales of about $3 million an- 
nually. Finished lumber will consist of 
boards, heavy timbers, and specialty 
products such as pencil slats and furni- 
ture material to be sold in the Middle 
East. 

The Development Loan Fund sum of 
$180,000 will assist the Atlas Engineer- 
ing & Contracting Co., S.A., of 50 Via 
Camboni, P.O. Box 897, Asmara, 
Eritrea, Ethiopia, to buy U.S. sawmill 
equipment and logging tools. Purchases 
of tractors, diesel-electric generator 
sets, a jeep, a fork-lift truck, and other 
tools and equipment will also be made 
for the project. 

The project will include the establish- 
ment of a sawmill and log-squaring mill. 
Logs will be brought from five forest 
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concession areas to a mill in the Dindin 
forest. Here existing sawmills will be 
combined and converted to form a large 
squaring mill. From Dindin, logs will 
be trucked about 25 miles to a new 
sawmill to be set up at Hardin on the 
Addis Ababa-Djibouti railroad. 

The firm, affiliated with the Delaware 
corporation of International Industrial 
Development Consultants, Inc., is an 
Ethiopian company owned by U.S. 
citizens. Atlas is experienced in the 
fields of management, engineering, and 
industrial development, and will \meet 
the costs of labor and local materials 
with its own resources. 





Ceylonese Imports of 
Photo Products Dip 


Ceylon continues to hold a tight rein 
on import licenses for photographic 
products. Foreign purchases were 7.2 
percent less in the first 9 months of 
1960, compared with the same period of 
1959, according to Ceylon customs 
figures. 

Total imports of photographic prod- 
ucts in the first three quarters of 1960 
were valued at 3,522,913 rupees (1 ru- 
pee = US$0.21). In the like period of 
1959, the total value of imports was 
3,797,076 rupees. 

The United Kingdom’s share of this 
market dropped slightly to 34.6 percent. 
Shipments from Italy rose to 20.6 per- 
cent at the expense of those from the 
Federal Republic of Germany, Belgium, 
and the United States, which were 14, 
11.5, and 2.8 percent respectively. Im- 
ports from Japan took 5 percent of the 
market. ~ 

X-ray film imports were valued at 
740,060 rupees, 88.8 percent higher than 
in the corresponding 9 months of 1959. 
Purchases from Italy amounted to 
666,755 rupees; followed by those from 
the United Kingdom, 35,403 rupees; 
and Belgium, 31,697 rupees. 

Sensitized photographic paper im- 
ported in the first 9 months of 1960 was 
valued at 542,850 rupees, up from 
468,259 rupees in the same period of 
1959. The principal suppliers were the 
United Kingdom, with shipments val- 
ued at 217,623 rupees; Belgium, 176,335 
rupees; and Germany, 136,194 rupees. 

Imports of unexposed motion picture 
film declined 52.6 percent and imports 
of still roll film fell 41.4 percent. Pur- 
chases of projection apparatus, on the 
other hand, nearly doubled during-the 
1960 period under review.—Business 
and Defense Services Administration. 





Egyptian peanut production in 1961 
may be close to 40,000 short tons, com- 
pared with 38,690 last year, the Foreign 
Agricultural Service reports. 


Senegal Offers Market 
For Canned Sardines 


Canned sardines are the major fish 
product imported into the Senegal-Mali- 
Mauritania region of West Africa, ac- 
cording to a recent short market survey 
on canned and cured fish and fish prod- 
ucts. 

A total of 460.2 tons of canned sar- 
dines were imported in 1959, compared 
with imports of 135.1 tons of all other 
types of canned fish. Of the 460.2 tons, 
384.5 were imported from Morocco and 
74.4 came from France. No sardines 
were imported from the United States, 
but this country did export a small 
quantity of other canned fish to the 
area. Although French shipments enjoy 
a preferential import duty arrangement 
with these newly independent West 
African states, the large Moroccan ship- 
ments do not. 

Fish is a major staple of the West 
African diet. -Much of the demand of 
the African population, however, is met 
by local fishermen and artisans who 
catch and then cure or dry the fish. 

As the Africans can afford to buy 
only the cheapest varieties of canned 
fish, canned sardines are a major fish 
import. The average price per can is 40 
francs CFA or approximately 16 cents. 
Thus, despite the fact that the tuna can- 
ning industry is relatively important in 
Senegal, local consumption is very 
small, because of the comparatively 
high price of tuna.

The Republic of Mali is at present 
not a part of the former Senegal-Mali 
(formerly Soudan)-Mauritania market 
area due to the breakup of the Mali 
Federation in August 1960. Since that 
time, no goods have been permitted to 
be transported to the landlocked Mali 
Republic from the port at Dakar, Sene- 
gal. 


Value of British Still 


Camera Deliveries Rises 


British still camera deliveries showed 
considerable improvement in the first 
three quarters of 1960 over the com- 
parable periods for the 2 previous 
years. In the 1960 period, deliveries 
were valued at £1,563,000 (£1 = US- 
$2.80), according to figures from the 
Central Statistical Office in London. 

Deliveries by British manufacturers 
for the first three quarters of 1959 and 
1958 amounted to £1,245,000 and 
£1,416,000, respectively — Business and 
Defense Services Administration. 
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Philippine Photo Item 
Imports Double 


Imports of photographic products by 
the Philippines more than doubled in 
1959. The total value of imports to this 
expanding market increased from $1,- 
721,658 in 1958 to $4,265,006, according 
to official Philippine import statistics. 

The United States continued to be the 
principal supplier, although the U.S. 
share of the market dropped to 65.3 
percent in 1959, compared with 75 per- 
cent in 1958. Other suppliers were the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 11.6 per- 
cent; Japan, 11.5 percent; and Belgium, 
7 percent. 

Sensitized, unexposed motion picture 
film remained the leading import item. 
Foreign shipments totaled 20,371,427 
linear feet, valued at $912,255, an in- 
crease of 19 percent in quantity but 
more than twice the 1958 value. The 


Jamaican Alumina Exports 
Up, Bauxite Exports Down 


KINGSTON.—Alumina exports from 
Jamaica reached record levels in 1960, 
but exports of bauxite showed a slight 
decline for the year compared to the 
1959 figure. 

Total exports of alumina were 665,361 
jong tons in 1960, an increase of almost 
67 percent over the 399,210 long tons 
shipped in 1959. 

Bauxite exports of 4,147,555 dry, 
long tons were 49,238 long tons less 
than the 1959 total of 4,196,793.—U.S. 
Cdnsulate General. 





Colombian cotton exports from the 
1961 crop will be between 25,000 and 
30,000 metric tons, according to pre- 
liminary estimates by the Colombian 
National Federation of Cotton Grow- 
ers (Federacion Nacional de Algodo- 
neros). This represents an income in 
foreign exchange of about US$20 mil- 
lion. 

Exports from the 1960 crop are now 
estimated at 22,000 tons. The remain- 
der of this crop, 1,200 tons, is to be 
exported in the next few weeks.—U.S. 
Embassy, Bogota. 


United States furnished 20,192,696 
linear feet valued at $894,582. 

Sensitized photographic paper also 
recorded a substantial increase, $392,- 
868 in 1958, and $862,440 in 1959. The 
United States supplied a value of $299,- 
399; Germany, $246,581; and Japan, 
$232,758. 

Foreign purchases of X-ray film in 
1959 rose to a value of $510,841, com- 
pared with $152,203 in 1958. Here 
again the United States was the leading 
supplier with $296,270, followed by Bel- 
gium with $172,470. 

Graphic arts film and plates; other 
plates and film, n.e.c.; and auxiliary 
equipment and accessories were other 
groups which recorded increases.— 
Business and Defense Services Admin- 
istration. 





israeli Government To Buy 
U.S. Capital Equipment 


The Export-Import Bank of Washing- 
ton has authorized a $25-million credit 
for the Government of Israel. The 
credit will be used to purchase capital 
equipment of U.S. manufacture. 

Agricultural equipment, electric 
power machinery, and items for a 
proposed expansion of seaports will 
be among the Israeli Government pur- 
chases. 


British Photographic 
Product Trade Gains 


British exports of photographic prod- 
ucts increased 13 percent in value in 
1960 and imports jumped 35.7 percent 
when compared to 1959. 

Foreign shipments by British manu- 
facturers were valued at £18,302,170 
(£1 = US$2.80) in 1960 and £16,204,730 
for the comparable period of 1959, ac- 
cording to figures from Trade and 
Navigation of the United Kingdom. Im- 
ports amounted to £16,672,834 in 1960 
compared to £12,289,556 for 1959. 

X-ray film is still the major British 
export item. Film shipments totaled 
32,193,000 square feet, valued at £3,- 
277,402. This represented a slight de- 
crease in quantity but a 14.5 increase 
in value over the like period of 1959. 

Exports of unexposed motion picture 
film increased in value from £2,643,404 
in 1959 to £3,075,334 for 1960. Other 
items which also gained were lenses and 
other optical elements, up 34.1 percent; 
roll film and packs, 6.3 percent; other 
still film, 26.7 percent; and sensitized 
paper, 6.7 percent. 

The liberalization of imports has 
brought increases in all import classi- 
fications. With the exception of photo- 
graphic film base, gains ranged from 
31.5 percent to 48.2 percent.—Business 
and Defense Services Administration. 
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
